Electrical Workers’ 
Brotherhood Stops 


Racketeering Here | 


International Representative Gene 

Gaillac and Amos Feeley of the 
brotherhood of electrical workers 
were successful last week in stop- 
ping one of the greatest rackets 
ever to reach the east bay dis- 
trict. 

“The racketeers,” Gaillac said, 
“were selling penny L B. E. W. 
stamps to the merchants without 
authority from the international 
union. These stamps, bearing the 
seal of the international union, 
were sold for $2.50 up. 

“We were successful in arresting 
the former members of the union 
and confiscating the moneys and 
materials. The racket is stopped 
once and for all times.” 

The racketeers, officials said, 
were stating the money collected 
was used for the relief of destitute 
radio workers and to assist the un- 
employed members of the union. 


Federation Asks 
Sailors’ Union To 


Join A.F. of L. 


The 8,000 seamen on this coast, 
members of the seamen’s union of 
Pacific, received a_ request 
from President William Green, of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor to affiliate with the A. F. of L. 
under a national charter. 


Harry Lundeberg, secretary of 


the sailors, announced Mr. Green} 


had replied to the letter sent to 
both A. F. of L. and John L. Lewis, 
chief of the committee for indus- 
trial organization, asking both 
groups what they could offer for 
affiliation. 


Mr. Green declared A. F. of L. 
would grant principal safeguards 
and conditions sought by the 


union and would welcome the sail- 
ors’ union of the Pacific back into 
A. F. of L. affiliation. The sailors’ 
union of the Pacific became inde- 
pendent of national affiliation 
when it was ousted from the A. F. 
of L. international seamen’s union. 

Mr. Lundeberg stated: 

“The sailors will line up where 
they can get the best deal for the 
men aboard ships,” Mr. Lundeberg 
asserted. ‘‘We are not interested in 
either side, except as they state in 
black and white what they will do 
for the sailors. 

“When CIO replies, a referendum 
is planned to permit west coast 
sailors to decide for themselves 
whether they want to go A. F. of 
L., CIO or retain their present 
status.”

The constructive mac hinery in the American Feder- 
ation of Labor for the development of national and 
international unions is well ijlustrated in the report on 
“national councils’ made by the A. F. of L. executive 
council to the annual convention of the federation 
Denver, Colorado.

After emphasizing the successful operation of the 
newly established national council made up of fabricated 
kitchen utensil and enamelware workers’ federal labor 
unions directly affiliated with the American Federation of 
Labor and the proposed national council composed of A. 
F. of L. local union: of bookkeepers, stenographers, typists 
and assistants, the executive council said: 


The formation of these national councils composed 
of federal labor unions established in industries over which 
national unions do not exercise jurisdiction. represents the 
preliminary steps taken to the final formation of interna- 
tional unions. 


It is the purpose and intent of the executive council 
that the workers employed in industries in which federal 
labor unions function be more thoroughly united and 
solidified so that they can bring about uniformity in wage 
standards and unite in pressing forward organizing cam- 
paigns. 

When, in the judgment of the executive council a 
sufficient number of workers in the industries where coun- 
cils are formed, are organized so that an international 
union can be launched with a reasonable assurance that it 
would be self-sustaining, recommendations will be made | 
that international unions be formed and chartered by the 
American Federation of Labor.

First, as individual federal labor unions they nego- 
tiate agreements with employers in varied industries. 

Later, grouped in national councils they receive edu- 
cation in more comprehensive fields of trade union work. 

And then, graduating from national councils into 
national and international unions they are fully equipped 
to administer trade union matters in the much broader 
national and international fields. 

Surely this development of separate federal labor 
unions into national councils and then into national and 
international unions is a constructive growth based on the 
long experience of tried and true trade union leaders. 


Persistent Unemployment 


* 


A striking illustration of one major failure of our indus- 
trial system, administered by those who own and control 
the machinery necessary for the production and distribu- 
tion of wealth, is the persistence of the unemployment 
problem despite the fact that “‘prosperity’’ as defined by 
dividend receivers and interest collectors has practically 
returned to the peak period of 1929 before the lords of 
industry, commerce and banking precipitated the depres- 
sion. 

For all non-agricultural industries the department of 
labor estimates that in the twelve months ending May, 
1937, 1,961,000 workers returned to employment. This 
was largely due to the persistent campaign of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor against further lengthening of 
hours, which employers applied so thoroughly during the 
previous year that three hours were added to the work 
week.

Commenting on the estimates of the labor depart- 
ment, the executive council of the American Federation of 
Labor reported to the annual convention of the federation 
in Denver, C that despite the year’s gain of
